Charlotte Perkins Oilman recent¬ 
ly wrote for a magazine s plea for 
the rights of the baby under the 
present system, claiming that cap¬ 
italism turned the average mother 
into a toiling house drudge without 
time to properly care for her babies.

Sometimes while 
instinct is hanging out clothes he 
falls into the hot suds and does not 
recover.” The animal mother has 
little else to do blit take care of her 
offspring, she says, and adds, “sup¬ 
pose babies were put where there 
was uotliing could hurt them ? 
Is it an impossible ideal—wc do it 
for chickens and for pigs!” 

In a recent issue tlic Milwaukee 
.Sentinel takes the matter up edi¬ 
torially, declaring teat Mrs. Gil¬ 
man's' utterances “make amusing 
rending.” The kitchen is not a 
dangerous place, and nnyuay the 
mother’s workshop is just the place 
for the cliiM “to gain those bumps 
which arc to give him his jirimary 
education, teaching him that self- 
preservation in the first law of 
nature,” says tec Sentinel. 

But the Sentinel's declaration 
that the kitelien is a safe place got 
a jar in the news columns where 
was told of the death of a baby that 
fell into a pot of boiling jelly when 
the mother’s back was turned. Not 
long ago the Sentinel also chron¬ 
ic!^ the death of a baby left strap¬ 
ped in a high chair in front of a 
stove while the mother stepped into 
tee yard lielow to hang up clothes. 
In some way the ohair got toppled 
over forward, holding the baby 
again.st the hot store it spite of its 
struggles and roasting it to death 
before Uie mother eonld reach it.

H HILE THERE HAS BEEN more than a rentury of labor 
agitation and organization in the United Slates, tlic labor 
movement of toilay, in its economic mould, has dfVoh>i)cd its 
main proportions since the civil war and its principal power 
and prominence during the last twenty years. 

Eight years ago I made an ertensivc agitation tour o( the south¬ 
ern states, and barring the few scattereii miionists 1 met in my travels, 
there was not a healthy sign of organization in that entire section. 

Today all tee states of the south are organized and in sonic of the 
industrial centers the agitation ia as active, unionism as far adv.anccd 
and the movement as intelligent and progressive as in any otlier p.art 
of tee country. 

Ten years ago the great west, eipecially the Rocky Mountain 
states, where tee genius of unionism uo^- powers over tlic crags, liad 
but the mere.st shadow of the close-knit apd powerful organization 
teat now spreads over that vast territory and locks it fast in mighty 
embrace. 

In 1886 Prof. Richard T. Ely published his “Labor Movement 
in America.” The work is now being revised and enlarged by the 
author to embrace tee last two decades without white it lacks the 
most important chronicles of organized labor and is essentially in¬ 
complete. 

The germs of American unionism were developed in the colonial 
period of our national life. The primitive state of industry prevented 
anything like a general spread of unionism in that early day, but 
here it had its inception, and ns the agricultural community gave way 
to industrial society, the new growtli, in all essential respeotf the same 
as its British progenitor, and, in fact, its direct trans-Atlantic off¬ 
spring, struck root, its tiny fibrils seeking nourishment in the indus¬ 
trial soil of tee new nation. 

For many years the gro'wth of unionism was necosssrily slow 
and sporadic. The conditions from which it springs and in which it 
thrives were jnst beginning to develop after tee war of the revolution, 
which also traced in shadowy outline the approaching indiistriid re¬ 
volution, since invention and discovery in the realm of physical science 
had already begun their miraculous mission, and the world was licing 
awakened from its age-long torpor and inactivity. 

The pulse of the new century was quickened and its heart thrilled 
by the magic touch of inventive genius. 

The Reign of .Steam began and this invisible monarch proved io 
he the greatest revoIutioni.«t of all the ages. 

The closing years of the old century were illuminated by the dis¬ 
covery of the push-buttons of science; the opening years of the new 
century in turning on the light, building the machinery and setting it 
in operation. 

The development and expansion of manufacture followed, and la- 
Isir unionism “burst full-blossomed on the thorny stem’’ of industrial 
society. 

The trades inspired the workers with the eonseiousness of their 
trade interests and from this sprang the sentiment of solidarity, the 
pith and core of unionism. 

The early form was a “pure and simple” tr.ide union, rnn.sisting 
exclusively of the skilled mechanics of a given craft, limited to thg 
local community in which they were employed. 

In its elementary state Uie union was purely a local affair; lliis 
wa.« the unit of organized labor, tee cell c-ouiposing the anatomy of tlie 
trade union movement. 

The workers v.-ere thus drawn together in.^tinetively for purposes 
of self-defense, having scarcely a hint of industrial evolution ami mak¬ 
ing little, if any, conscious attempt at a com-lnictive program. 

AVith the introduction of machinery, the subdivision of lalior. Hie 
increase of proiluetion, the extension of the market, the iiiiprovcil 
facilities for transfwrtation afforded by the railroads and the gci oral 
development of industry, the loral unions were united in i.istriet, 
state, and national bodies and in time were knit into federations of 
international organizations. 

There are still, curiously enough, many workingmen who, not¬ 
withstanding a coniiiry of indu.strinl growth, tee most phenomena! in 
all history, have profited nothing by eiperienee and observation, and 
stand rooted to practically the same mos.s-covered spot tlieir grand¬ 
fathers occupied .in revolutionary days. 

Eveiything has been revolutionized except their lioaiy notions of 
union labor, anil upoa these not a patentable improvement has been 
made in a hundred years. 

More curious still is the fact that these antiquated notions are 
embalmed bv many of the lemiers (!) as sacred relics, and any attempt 
to relegate them to the past where they belong is resenteii by these 
union guardians as higli treason to the working class. 

This simply shows that the ruling class are potential in the 
councils of organizetl labor as they are in other affairs. 

It would seem that even thc'potato would open its eyes ti thi* 
ol'vioub fact. 

But tee workingman sleeps on—or if he opens his eyes, he 
sees not. 

The machine he makes to lighten his tn.sk, takes his job, pushes 
him into the street and starves lii.s child. 

And he knows not the reason why. 

But he WILL know as certain ns the sun shines and teat in the 
not distant future. lie is waking up at last and beginning to see, and 
when his eyes are open wide and his vision has been clarified, there will 
he a mighty shaking up and he will emerge unfettered, the master of 
the earth. 

The labor movement is the nascent collective workingman. It is 
this giant who is to do battle with tec collective capitnii.st for the sii- 
prenmev of tlie globe. 

In the preliminary engagements he is meeting with many a defeat, 
hut he profits by them all, even by the doping of his own trainers, and 
in the final conflict when lie summons all liis mighty powers, he will 
vanquish his antagonist, the tyrant of capitalism, and proclaim tee 
triumph of light and freeilom. 

The. one thing above all others for the workingman to sec and 
understand is the class struggle. The. very instant he grasps this fact 
his feet arc on the rock—hc.takfs his place with his class and, come 
what will, he holds it, especially on election day. 

This i.a the work to which the labor agitator must give himself 
with all tee powers of his mind and body. 

The American labor movement ha* come with a rush during the 
past few vears; it is still largely in tec liazy, nebulous state and is 
sure to bump and bniise itself aevercly before it develops the ela.«s- 
conseious solidity, strength and clearness it must have to triumph in 
the struggle and" fulfill its historic mission. 

The truly revolutionary labor movement which has sprung up in 
the west in the last fifteen months is the most advanced and pro¬ 
nounced type of twentieth century unionism in America.

Maryland changed tbe age of em¬ 
ployment for children from twelve to 
fourteen years, but made an exception 
of the canning Indantry, In which most 
of the child labor abuses occur. More¬ 
over. tbe law applies only to certain 
counties In tho state. Tbe employment 
of children under sixteen Is prohibited 
In tbe manufacture or sale of liquors 
by the same statute. Ohio prohibits 
children under fourteen from working 
In factorleM and stores at ail times and 
permits them to work at other employ¬ 
ment only during school vacation. 

Massaebtwetts retiulred all illiterate 
minors after reaching the agi' of em¬ 
ployment to attend night schools. Ilbcdc 
Island reduced the legal maximum 
hours for tbe employment of wouum 
and children in factories from sixty to 
fifty-eight a week. Louisiana extended 
Its sixty hour week for women and mi¬ 
nors under eightenm to those employed 
In teiephouo uud telegniph offi<*vs. New 
York (1(103; prohibited tbe employment 
of women at mctol polishing trades. 

CsU'omln submitted u constitutional 
amendment, which w'as ndopt^ by tbe 
people at the polls, making eight hours 
the maximum day's work In all public 
employment, ("olurado's eight hour law 
having been knocked out by Its su¬ 
preme court, although an identical law 
Ip Utah was upheld by both state and 
federal supreme courts In the famous 
Holden versus Hardy case, a constitu¬

Three yean ago there was much 
alarm over tbe orgaDlzation of trusts. 
Today this alarm is transferred to tbe 
organisation of labor. 

Yet there Is a difference between tbe 
two organixatlons. Tbe prices of com¬ 
modities r(»se earlier and went higher 
than tbe w-ages of labor. Pun's "Index 
number" shows that tbe general level 
of prices rose 40 per cent from July. 
1807, to November, 1001,' and baa been 
nearly statlotxary for a year and a half. 
But there are very few unions that 
hav’e si'cured an advance as high as 40 
per cent. The hrtumlnous mine work¬ 
ers. tbe longshoremen, the housosmiths 
—unions of practically unskilled labor- 
have made AdvuQC(*s of 40 per cent to 
100 per cent. Imt anthracite mine work¬ 
ers, street railway employees and the 
skilled trades generally have advanced 
only 10 per cent to 30 per cent. Rail¬ 
way net earnings i>cr mile of Une In¬ 
crease*! JVO per cent from 1807 to 1002, 
but It rifqulred another year for rail¬ 
way wages to reach their Increase of 
16 per cent to 30 per cent.

WHAT ARE WE TO DO TO.BE SAVED? 

— ' A LABOR SERMON BY VICTOR L. BERGER. - Concluded. ■' 


Before this, tae cApitaiut era, common workingmen in England 
could live a whole wedc on the earnings of four daytt. Xow in Massa 
ebnaetts^ Penm^lvania and elsewheie common laborers can scarcely live 
aeven days on the earniiigs of six days of more excessive toil. And in 
many cases now the laborer is compelled to disrupt his fainilr and 
send his wife and children to the shop or factory. For that is the 
greatest curse of machinery—or rether 9 f individual monopoly of mo- 
chinery—that capital can be coined out of women and even out of 
infancy. Thus not alone are men turned into wares, governed by de- 
mind and supply, but mpn arc also made ,o scramble for a precarious 
bring with their wires, sisters and children. 

In the cotton and woolen factories of rnlighteneil Xow Kiigland^—in 
Maas^husctts the women and children now compose two-thirds of the 
workipg fores. In the mammoth factory of Kiekhefer Bros., of mv 
own city (Milwaukee) there ai* a few foremen and 1,200 to 1,500 boys 
Md girls operating tinware and stamping machines. Very similar arc 
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Prw’isely. tiieii. for tlie same reason that the moclianir with his own 
shop and working on his own account has nearly i|i»ap|«‘areil in the 
struggle lietween haml work and machine »ork—for prwiselv the same 
reason tho small inaniifactiirors, now, with their little maehinery. their 
small capital and their little sUwk of goods, are heing driven from 
the field. 

AMERICAN PRINCES. 

.-Vnd look at those queer princes of ours. 'I’licre i- the merchant 
Jirincc—he employs girls, lady-clerks, at a wi-ek and he exjwcts 

theju to “dress decent.” M'hether they can do it and remain "decent’’ 
is none of his business; so he says, if asked ahoul it. "riiere is the 
iron prince, who used the militia of the entire state of IVnnsvlvania 
to subdue Ms “protected workmen” and now huilds librarhs for the 
public. Then there is the oil prima'. From the fleecings of one year 
he started the Fniversity of Chicago, the business of which it ia lieneo- 
forth to defend with all aorta of sophisms the “legality of these lleei-- 
ings.” There a/e several swine and pork kings, nor most we overlook 
the grcatift of all, our railroad kings. What .nr<; they fa-rsonally? 
They are all vulgar men, far from possessing eminent faculties or 
high atW.inments. They aro men «ho have no more knooledge or 
mental capacity than is requ red in many mechanical pursuits. They 
simply have a low animal devouring faeulty. the faculty of the tiger or 
of the crocodile—aye. of the swine! and have it well develop<‘d. It ia 
these coan<> wolfish men who push to the wall many an intelligent 
and dilligent mannfaetnrcr. TRcy are the men who hy the .‘mploy- 
ment and power of their capital yearly ruin ninltilmles of hard work¬ 
ing small merchants and hosst that they arc stdiing more gowla in one 
day than the whole “crowd” of other stores in a week! 

Scores of such small merchants driven to the wall hv the pro¬ 
prietor of the mammoth store have to he glad if the “prinee" will 
make them hie clerks and graeiouslv allow them to help swell his in¬ 
come. Ir. short, the smaller fortunes investeil in production or coni- 
inereial enterpri.si>s are hv this eut-thront competition attracted to the 
great capital like iron filings to amagnet. 

The great eapitalist triumphs, the small capitalist beeomi-s a 
clerk, a politieian. a traveling agent, a saloonki’cper.’a lawyer, or a 
parasite of one kind nr another—sometimes even a wage earner—the 
middle class disappears little hv little. In fart our social order mnv 
fitly he eonipar<*d to a ladder nf whieh the miildle rounds are tom away 
one hv one. 

This is another legitimate fruit of roni|M'lition and private enter- 
prisj*. The small emplovi-rs an' al-o waiting for a s.avior. They 
would like to ke,‘p their class up. hut I niusi say their i lass is doomed. 
They must go just a,« the inilividiiiil Ksd has gone. The future he. 
longs to mtehinerv and to prialnetioii and dislnhiition on a large scale. 

PRIVATE OWNERSHIP A FAILURE. 

\ow, we see that the purely individualistic and iinso<'ial theory 
of private (>wnorshi|i of "property"—whiih our i-ompctitive wage sys¬ 
tem has mode the foimdaluiii of nK.ictv- has resulted in prnetieiillv 
aholishlug the mS.^tlUll.ITY of IMIIV.tTK OWNKHSIUP for the 
ilBKAT MAJORITY of the iieoph-. 

One tenth of nnr jsvpniatioti already owns nine tenths of- the 
wealth. The centralization of the eonlnd of properly is increasing 
with a rapidity tl-.nt threaten- the inlegritv of tlie nation. The average 
of wages, the eertaiiilv of emploMiiein. the social privileges and in- 
dependenee nf tlie wage-enrning and ngrieiiltiirnl population, when 
eonipared with tlie inereaM- of the wealth and soiml production are 
steadily and rapidlv det-reasing. .\nd tlie verv worst of the social 
temptations ia that wealth has become the 01iE.^TEST, you' might 
sav tlie only, social power. .Ml human worth is estimated in terms nf 
wealth—in dollars and reins. The philosopliv of our wliole svstem is 
exprivised in such remarks as "I’itil .\rniour is U'dR'l'II fifteen mil¬ 
lions.” 

PARASITES HONORED-LABORERS DESPISED.

Laws against this sort of thing are almost 
useless u long as the present economlo system prevails. For while it 
ia notorious that the wages thiu; earned liv a whole family do not on an 
average exceed those of tlie HEAD of tiie family in occupations where 
it lus not become habitual to cmi lov women and children, the abuse 
ia still daily gaining ground. 

And the reason ia very aimplo. Women and children do not go 
into the factoiw for the fun of it; they are brought there for dire nc 
COMPETITION. And it is competition, too, that com- 
mIs the ten year old son of a miner in Pehnsvlvania or Ohio to go 
down into the mine at danger of his young life, and there to toil. It ie 
eompetition that compels the poor rolling mill hand at Bay View to 
sign away the life and limb of his child. • 

^d so I ask you, workingmen, what good ia it to have fine school 
buildings and good teachers when the children have to leave school and 
go to the factory just at the time when their faculty of thinking begins 
to be active? Don’t you think the hundreds of thousands, nay, the 
millions of children of workingmen arc entitled to salvation—and that 
this nation owes it to itself to save them ? 

But competition did not alwavs act this wav. At one time 
under a system when every workman owned his owm tools, and his pro¬ 
duct, competition acted as a stimulant and was necessary to trade But 
the new mode of production has also entirelv changed the character of 
competition. Under the former conditions it could he said that "com¬ 
petition was the life of trad^” Bui now, eompetition means the ad¬ 
vancing of one's self at the cost of others. It means the pulling down 
of the others—the elbowing aside of the many in order to advance 
tho one. 

At tlie present time competition is most cruel to the individual, 
and the time is not far off when it will bo most cruel to society and a 
ruin to the race. Especially when workmen are forced into a struggle 
among themselves—into a struggle to see WHO SHALL LIVE and 
WHO SH.ALL STARVE! Such a system should be rightly and fear¬ 
lessly named the cut-thmC system. 

SMALL EMPLOYERS. 

The wage workers are by no moans the only sufferers. The small 
employers, the small merchants are also feeling the sting of an unequal 
competition. For every one of these men of business lives at war vritli 
all his brethren. The hand of tho one is against the otlicr, and no 
foe is more terrible to him than the one who is running a neck to neck

I have refused to speak 
for $10 and $l!i a night. 

.\gain. 1 am not the owner of the 
"(■on»ra<le.” 1 am not a shareholder. 

I am not even paid by the "Comrade"—• 
if I were, the "Comrade” Avould amm 
have to cease nuhiicatlnn. The fact is 
that E.ACH ISSCE of the "Comrade" 
costs me about ai much as a EIKK 
SCRJ^CKIPTION will cost any reader 
who desires it. Rut that is mv busine.ss 
and has nothing to do with tfie Herald. 

I Rut the wTiter of the editorial knexv 
already why the Comrade Coinpany ha<l 
to charge one dollar instead of .'M) cents 
|>er year at the Herald does. He knew 
that the pajier in one issue of the "Com- 
ra*le” costs as much ns the paper for 
six or eight i.ssues of the Herald: he 
knew that the Engraver's bill for one 
ordinary issue of the "Comrade" wss 
heavier than the Herald's for two 
rears; he knew that the Herald had no 
binder lo pay and that the "Comrade" 
has to |uiy much more for minposition 
and presswork than the Herald has.
